hundred Tuns, where the Dutch ſhall. ſpend 
four Shillings and the Engliſb five Shillings a 
Head per Week, what great Difference, I ſay, 
can this make in a Cargo of three or four hun- 
dred Tuns, even where it is of the meaneſt 
Value?
